March 8, at the Elba Work Release 
Center and heard state corrections 
officials report on various needs and 
plans for the highly publicized 
department. 

Mr. Ron Sutton, South Regional 
Coordinator, told the council 
members the purpose of the council 
was to keep the public informed of 
what is actually happening in the 
Dept. of Corrections. 

The main address was given by 
Mr. John Hale, the department's 
Public Information Director, who 
stated, ‘‘Elba is one of the areas in 
the state that doesn’t really need to 
hear about its local facility, because 
the community and the Work 
Release Center already work so well 
together.” 

Hale stated two new prison 
facilities were needed immediately 
in Alabama and that by 1990 the 
prison population would double. The 
cost of the facilities would be $1.4 
billion, with $500 million a year 
needed to operate the prisons. 


housing the inmates in prison is 
$10,000 per year for each inmate, so, 
an alternative could be to shorten the 
sentence thru a restitution program. 
This would allow the prisoners to 
serve out their sentence, pay back 
the victims and also help pay for 
their housing by working. On the 
average there are 1,000 inmates at 
Work Release centers in the state 
and they pay 25 percent of their 
income back to the center. It costs 
only $6,000 a year to house an 
inmate at a center, which in itself is a 
savings.”’ 

“Another plus is the reduction in 
repeat offenders,’ added Hale. 
“Only 11 percent of the inmates 
released thru Work Release come 
back while 75 percent of prison 
inmates return.’’ 


Another kind of program 
available, according to Hale, is the 
Supervised Intensive Restitution 
program. The S.I.R. program is 
available to inmates within 3 years of

We have had several complaints about the new telephone books. The 
complainers are Elba folks who don’t like to pick up the book and see the big 
ENTERPRISE on the front, with Elba, New Brockton and Daleville in type 
less than half the size. Their biggest concern of course is the Elba portion of 
the smaller type. We were not surprised at the reaction, but personally know 
of a number of other more important things we plan to straighten out before 
we tackle the above situation. 


The U.S. Senate failed Tuesday to pave the way for prayer in public schools. 
Some folks have been offended when we wrote that we were opposed to such 
anew law. We hate to offend anyone on this matter, but frankly we have the 
same concerns as most of those offended; we just get a different answer when 
we add up the parts of the problem. We repeat: our concern with such a law 
is that it leaves open a window for nuts, or just people with different ideas 
than I want my children taught, to move into the school room and preach their 
own form of religion. While we would like to believe this couldn't happen in 
south Alabama, much more bizarre things have already happened, even in 
my lifetime. 


Itis comforting to know that Governor George Wallace is keeping his pledge 
not to pass any more consumer taxes. He explained last week that the 
property tax and income tax increases he proposed are not consumer taxes 
because they don’t affect ALL the people. Governor Wallace can say that 
every day between now and voting time, but that doesn't necessarily mean 
the people will believe it. However, on the other hand we expect both 
proposals to pass the Alabama legislature and to get voter approval. The 
reason is that they in fact don't affect the majority, as most homes are valued 
at less than $50,000 for tax purposes, and farms valued at less than $250,000 
are exempt. The income tax increase from five percent to six percent Is on 
the top, and is on corporations. While we fall in the category of owning a 
home that falls under the magic $50,000 mark, we also realize that large 
companies who pay the increased tax will pass it on to those who buy from 
them as an added expense, much as they would have the now-dead wholesale 
sales tax. We are gonna pay the bill ultimately, whatever plan is devised. 


We were privileged to eat some fine bass at noon Tuesday. One of Elba’s 
expert fishermen invited this country boy to break bread with a select group 
he was feeding, and we were wise not to miss that pile of groceries. In fact, 
we just skipped the evening meal after making a pig of ourself at that 
“slightly-after-noon”’ feed. 


The Coffee County Health Department or someone in the office failed to get 
our message two weeks ago when we wrote about their stopping of a church 
group from selling barbecue. We are printing a letter from them this week 
citing all the rules on serving food to the public. We don’t challenge a single 
one of those rules, and didn’t the previous week. However, we did - and still 
do - quarrel with enforcing the law on Friday and not on Saturday. We 
understand from more than one source that they were told on that Friday that 
another group would be doing the same thing the next day and didn’t even 
acknowledge at the time of the statement that they were even listening to the 
information. We want tight health standards in Coffee County . . . seven 
days a week. 


We read that actor Dick Gregory addressed the Alabama Education 
Association in Huntsville last week and was well received. We of course 
disagree with some of the things he said (strike, march, etc.), but found 
several things in his address that we can agree with wholeheartedly. We 
hope others listen when he tells children (black or white) that only one in 
42,000 can succeed in professional athletics and urges them to become 
scientists, researchers and political leaders. We also liked what Gregory said 
when he advised teachers to work to get better classrooms and materials and 
buildings before they seek higher pay. He expressed an opinion that if they 
work for these items, their pay increases would come through the back door. 
While he may have oversimplified that matter, we do feel the two work 
hand-in-hand, and that teachers will have an easier job getting more pay 
when the general public recognizes overall improvements. 


If you didn’t call or come by last Thursday or Friday with a complaint about 
what was - or was not - in the paper, then you missed your chance. We caught 
some pent-up emotions on those two days . . . enough to last a while! Most of 
the complaints were for omissions rather than commissions of errors, but 
they were still from disgruntled readers. While we can’t honestly say we 
enjoy the complaints, we are glad people care enough to complain, and while 
we never expect to reach a perfection that will please everyone, we will try to 
do better,

There have always been people 
who insist that we are victims of our 
ancestry, that we cannot rise above 
our ‘heritage’. Others tell us we 
are creatures of environment. . . 
that the situation in which we find 
ourselves determines what we are to 
be. Still others say we are the 
product of our glands which 
determine our character, ability and 
the scope and extent of our activity 
and existence. 


There is enough excuse in all of 
this to give one the ground for 
becoming a ‘‘drifter’’. Certainly, if 
one does not wish to take responsi- 
bility for making the most of himself, 
he need not lack for excuses. 

I still dare to think with Joshua 
that there is still a large area of 
choice in life.’ In the Bible, Joshua 
24:15, we find Joshua insisting that 
people have a choice of what they 
will do with life. Life is not decided 
for us, and we are not the product of 
some other person's action or 
treatment. Man can still alter his 
environment. He can make the most 
of his heredity equipment. One 
person can ride a bicycle to an 
honorable destination, while others 
may drive to destruction and death in 
Cadillacs. The vehicle in which we 
travel is not the most important 
consideration in life. The attitude of 
the driver is far more significant in 
determining the quality and 
character of life. : 


Many people refuse to stand with 
the side of right. Others choose to be 
small when they could be great. All 
about us are people who do not use 
their full potential -- seeking to just 
‘get by’’, rather than doing their 
best. 

The Bible gives us many 
examples of some great choices. | 
think first of Joshua who put the 
question to himself and to his people 
as to whether they would worship 
idols or serve the Living God. He did 
not remind the people that they had 
no choice, neither did he recommend

He made his choice to stand with 
God and he made it with deter- 
mination. 

I also think about Daniel who was 
living in a corrupt Oriental court. He 
might easily have said, “I am a 
victim of a conquering enemy, so no 
one can blame me for what I do or do 
not do."’ In Daniel 1:8 we read that 
Daniel made a choice. ‘‘He pur- 
posed in his heart that he would not 
defile himself.’ Again, it was not a 
weak try, but a resolute and 
determined choice not to succumb to 
the evil around him. Daniel might 
have tried to worship in secret while 
outwardly conforming to pagan 
practices which were demanded of 
him. He made a choice, a clear-cut 
decision that carried him to the lion’s 
den. 

Then there is the classic story of 
the Three Hebrew Children as found 
in the third chapter of Daniel. These 
three young men - Shadrack, 
Meshack and Abednego - refused to 
worship the golden image set up by 
the pagan king. As a result, they 
were told that they would be cast into 
the fiery furnace. Even when faced 
by this horrible threat of death, these 
young men would not 
compromise. 

Now no one told these boys that 
they had no power of choice, that 
they were victims of heredity, 
environment or glands. They 
believed in the right and in being 
loyal to their God, and they made 
their choice. 

We all face choices every day in 
the moral and spiritual realm of our 
lives. Some of us should be ashamed 
of the choices we make. We 
sometimes put truth, honor, love, 
responsibility and righteousness on a 
‘back burner’’ while we go with 
selfish or more popular choices. 

When we were in need of a 
Savior, God did not hesitate to send 
His Son, Christ, to come to our aid. 
The next time we make a serious 
choice, let it be a choice for God and 
what He wants for us. 

The Lord's Day is just ahead and 
some of us will make a choice of what 
to do with it. I pray that we will 


choose to spend at least a portion in 
God's house, in loving response to 
the choice he has made for us 
through Christ.

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Brunson Makes Cheese In Home Ec

Billy Brunson, Zion Chapel 
senior, has learned the arts of 
cheese-making and basket-weaving. 

Billy tnade the cheese while 
under the supervision of Mrs. Elsie 
Hilton, home economics teacher. 
When asked how Billy became 
interested in making the cheese, 
Mrs. Hilton said, ‘*Billy was in my 
advanced food class last year where 
we had a mini unit on cheese. We 
learned the nine basic families of 
cheeses and countries where each 
originated. I mentioned having 
made cheese once before and Billy 
asked if he could make some. He 
never let me forget.” 

The cheese was made by adding 
one-fourth Rennet tablet to two 
gallons of raw milk. Mrs. Hilton said 
that making the cheese was not 
difficult but getting the ingredients 
for the cheese was difficult. ‘It took 
approximately five hours of heating 
and allowing to stand, then stirring 
for various lengths of time and 
allowing to stand some more, then 
draining and shaping it. It has to age 
for three to four weeks ,’’ Mrs. 
Hilton said when asked how long it 
took to make the cheese. 

Because there was so much 
‘waiting’ time involved in the 
cheese-making process, Billy 
demonstrated the art of basket 
weaving to Mrs. Hilton’s classes. 
The basket was made out of white 
oak splint. He said he would use the 
basket to hold pencils and pens. 

Mrs. Hilton was asked if Billy 
made the cheese as a demonstration 
for the class. ‘He did it as an

The commission voted to apply 
for a federal Block Grant to pave the 
Shiloh Road, Sardis Road and a road 
leading to the school for the 
handicapped, in Enterprise.

The Elba City. Council met 
Monday evening and addressed a 
very light agenda. Except for 
signing a proclamation and getting a 
routine report of city business from 
Mayor Bob English, the council’s 
only item of business was a 
unanimous vote to honor a request, 
from Kleinert’s that the city assume 
the responsibility of hauling the daily 
trash from the facility. 

English told council members 
that he had been requested to 
assume the task as company officials 
felt that as good corporate citizens 
they were entitled to the same 
services given other citizens. They 
have agreed to pay $8.50 per day 
plus the additional landfill charges. 
The council voted to take bids on a 
truck to haul the trash to the landfill 
daily.
